INVADING HOUSES WITHOUT WARRANT.. 

The Post-Dispatch agrees with Mr. Charles P. 
Johnson in his eloquent and indignant charac- 
terization of unlawful arrests in St. Louis, as 
these columns have borne witness, but it would 
ask his attention to the fact that the fourth 
amendment to the Constitution of the United 
itates, which he quotes, does not apply to the 
cases at hand. 

That amendment provides that the people shall 
be secure in their persons, papers, houses and 
effects from unreasonable searches and seizures 
and that no warrants shall issue without proba- 
ble cause, supported by oath. This is a lim- 
iiation upon Federal power only, as the courts 
have held on many occasions. There is a like 
clause in the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
sourt, however, which is exactly in point. Sec- 
tion 2 of Article II (the bill of rights) says: 


That the people shall be secure in their persons, 
papers, homes and effects from unreasonable searches 
and seizures, and no warrant to search any place 
or seize any person or thing shall issue without de- 
scribing the place to be searched or the -person or 
thing to be seized as nearly as may be; nor without 
probable tause, supported by oath or affirmation re- 
duced to writing. 


In raiding without warrants 
where card games are in progress, the police of 
St. Louis are not only exercising despotic power; 
they are violating with deliberation an impor- 
tant provision of the State The 
offense of the card players comparatively 
trifling. That of the police is outrageous. 

In assailing police lawlessness of this descrip- 
tion it is well to know why it is lawlessness. It 
is not the Constitution of the United States which 
the police are violating. It is the Constitution 
of the State of Missouri, under which the police 
establishment of St. Louis exists and from which 
if derives the only authority that it exercises.

As Chicago was not.actively a contestant and as 


the date is not unusual for the Republicans, it 
is to be. assumed that there were reasons for the 
location and that the Democratic threat of an 
early convention was without influence. 

Except that Chicago and St. Louis are generally 
admitted to be the best convention cities in the 
country, we Know of no reason why the former, 
making no effort, should have been selected, un- 
less, politically, its designation is to carry some 
weight in the matter of the candidate. 

The Republicans will find in Chicago a craze for 
Cannon which will possibly have as much influ- 
ence upon their deliberations as did the local en- 
thusiasm in that city for Lincoln in 1860. There 
is opposition to the Speaker in that quarter, but 
it will amount to nothing in ¢omparison with the 
popular enthusiasm for him. In hitting upon 
Chicago the Committee invited the mschine-con- 
trolled mob of that town to do its best and its 
worst: for the purpose of the profane old Speaker. 

June 16 is not an early date for a national con- 
vention. If the Democrats think that anything is 
to be gained by meeting in advance of the Re- 
publicafs they have been invited in the plainest 
terms to try it on.

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ONE COUNCIL ELECTED AT. LARGE. 

In cities which hdfe bicameral legislative 
bodies, when municipal corruption becomes -in- 
tolerable the remedy always. suggested is a re- 
turn to the uni-cameral system. Cities having 
a single house, in the pursuit of reform establish 
two houses, on the theory that one will be a check 
upon the other, or, if they -have already. tried 
that experiment, they reduce the membership of 
the one body in the hope that, with fewer men to 
elect, a higher grade of représentatives will be 
secured. a ! 

As St. Louis has two houses and one of them is 
exceedingly objectionable, the grand jury which 
recently had the matter under consideration 
naturally recommended the substitution of one 
small body, but it did not stop there. It inveighed 
against the ward system of representation and 
properly insisted upon the eleetion of its com- 
paratively few members at large—that is, on a 
general city ticket, as the smaller house of the 
present Municipal Assembly is now chosen. 

If our cities are to remain self-governing and 
if there is to be any prospect whatever of good 
government, this is practically the only recourse 
that is open to them. There can be no doubt 
that the ward system brings out the worst that is 
in a municipality. If the city as a whole cannot 
or will not take enough interest in its own affairs 
to elect a few honest, able and faithful men to 
office the case is indeed hopeless. 

To secure this reform it will be necessary to de- 
feat in all parts of town many narrow self-seek- 
ers who have thriven upon ward influences and 
prejudices at the expense of the greater inter- 
ests of the community. This can be done, but it 
will call for much hard work and a public awak- 
ening which will be memorable. 
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EDUCATING THE HAND IN ST. LOUIS. 
Like the Schwab school, proposed by the stee} 
magnate, the Ranken School, endowed by the St. 
Louis philanthropist will be devoted exclusively 
to teaching manual arts. These two proposed in- 
stitutions of elaborate and extensive equipment 
give emphasis to a modern trend of education 
which seems likely to assume general proportions. 
Without belittling the value of conventional] 
academic .education, the manual training school 
fixes the distinction between what is and what is 
not directly useful in instruction. The classica) 
or literary schooling, though developing menta] 
capacity, giving it direction and incidentally af- 
fording & measure of practical instruction availa- 
ble for life's tasks, does not treat the pupil pri- 
marily as an industrial unit or factor, and falls 
far short of equipping him for occupation other 
than professional. 
The common schools and academies are in the 
main feeders for professional and technica] 
schools, or they turn out in the world youths un- 
decided in their courses and unfitted for immedi- 
ate and useful oceupacion. 

In many a case the academic 4rill, of school ana 
college, misses its own mark of effectiveness by 
wholly unfitting the recipient for the service de- 
manded of him in his situation, or misdirecting 
and confusing his natural bent and aptitude. 
Too many men are in misemployment because of 
miseducation that in the nature of things must 
follow a single general direction and plan. 

At once diversity and specialization are sup- 
pitied in the *scheme of manual training, so that 

pice and natural aptitude are given freer oppor- 
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tunity and particular development, and account of 
the pupil’s condition may Ve taken. In a word, 
it is a system in which the subject may find eut 
what he wants to do and learn to do it. 

Supplementary to academic training, it makes 
for the real end of education—to develop the wuse- 
ful side of the individual. It realizes, so to speak, 
his possibilities as an industrial unit and factor. 

These are nominally the: purposes for which al] 
education strives. They are, in fact, the justifica- 
tion and the test of an educational system. They 
measure its own economic value and reason for 
being. They express, in the end, the results by 
which a system must stand or fall. 
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GOV. DENEEN’S WINTER CAMPAIGN. 

It is not so very long ago that Gov. Deneen 
o! Illinois .was an important and necessary wheel 
in the Republican machine which he is now as- 
sailing from the stump. 

Mr. Deneen sat near the head of the table in 
the midnight slate-making councils of his party 
ir Cook County, and when it came to ‘rounding 
up delegates for fine work in conventions he was 
quite as powerful as Pease, or Hertz, or Reddick, 
or Busse, or Jameson.or Lorimer. 

As Governor, Mr. Deneen wants a direct pri- 
mary law. The machine is not enthusiastic on 
that point. The machine controls the Legisla- 
ture, and the Governor, in appealing to the people 
to bring pressure to bear upon that body, is in 
fact indicting his old-time associates and not a 
few of his present friends. 

So far as the political future of Mr. Deneen is 
concerned, much will depend upon the result of 
the whirlwind campaign which he is making‘ be- 
fore the people. If he can awaken popular inter- 
est in primary legislation, he may force a bill 
through a reluctant Assembly and prolong his 
public life. If he cannot do so, the machine is 
likely to find somebody to take his place. 

Gov. Deneen would exert a greater influence as 
a reformer now if he had been on speaking terms 
with that sentiment in his earlier and more active 
political career. '

The life of William F. Crow, who 


died suddenly at 3415 Lucas avenue. 


Tuesday morning, furnishes one of 
the best illustrations of success and 


esteem won through integrity that 
St.. Louis has ever offered. Starting 
life as a chore boy, Mr. Crow became 
one of the first merchant: princes of 
the city and his advancement was due 
to his high regard for honesty, which 
won him the esteem and confidence of 
all who knew him. 

Mr. Crow was born in County Ros- 


common, Ireland, in 1829, and when 
15 years of age came to St. Louis. 
He had been given a good education 
by his father, who was a prominent 
man in Roscommon, and his trip to 
America was born of a desire to see 
the New World. In St. Louis he vis- 
ited at the home of Francis Deneny, 
who for years kept a millinery estab- 
lishment in.the city, and finally de- 
cided that he would remain here. 

A search for work was the next 
step. Mr. Deneny introduced him to 
John J. Donegan,.proprietor of one 
of the largest dry goods houses in St. 
Louis at that time, located’ on Main 
street. The boy impressed Mr. Don- 
egan most favorably and he employed 
him to run chores. That was in 1844. 


Won Reputation Early. 

Young Crow soon established a rep- 
utation for reliability and honesty 
and his advancement was rapid. Mr 
Donegan first showed his confidence 
by permitting him to carry the daily 
deposits to the bank. He encouraged 
him to study bookkeeping and when 
he had mastered this he gave him 
charge of the books of the concern. 

Meanwhile the youth by his pleas- 
ant manners was fast making frienis 
among the customers of the nvuse 
and his personality was becoming a 
valuable asset. Mr. Donegan recog- 
nized this and in 1855 admitted him 
into partnership, the firm style 
changing to J. J. Donegan & Co. 

In 1865 Mr. Donegan decided to retire 
from business and Mr. Crow and John 
Farrel, an employe of the firm, bought 
out the business and launched the firm 
of Crow & Farrel at 410-14 -Market 
street, and although at that time the 
fashionable retail section had moved 
to the vicinity of Washington avcnue 
and Broadway, Crow & Farrel contin- 
ued to draw much of the best trade of 
the city, many of the old French fami- 
lies being among their permanent cus- 
tomers, thanks to’ their friendship for 
Mr. Crow. 

Mr. Farrel died a few years after the 
partnership was formed and Mr. Crow 
rerroved to the northeast corner of 
Broadway and St. Charles street, estab- 
lishing the William F. Crow Dry Goods 
Co. For many years the house was one 
c{ the largest in the city. 

Could Not Be Idle. 

Mr. Crow decided to retire from busi- 
ness in 1889. He snld out to the firm 
of Ryan & Cannon, which afterwards 
failed and went out of business. 

After a short period of leisure Mr. 
Crow found that he had been too active 
all his life to endure idleness. At this 
time the heirs of a number of large es- 
tates came to his rescue by impertun- 
ing him to act as administrator of the 


properties. They were all friends of his 
and had the utmost faith in hirn. - Al- 
though he was independently wealthy 
he eccepted the offer, opening an office 
in the Wainwright Building. The ag- 
gregate amount of these trusts ran far 
above the million mark. The estates 
managed included the M. L. Kelly es- 
tate the estate of Mrs. Catherine Wain- 
wright, mother of Ellis Wainwright; 
Nannie M. Wright’s estate. and 
that ef Mrs. Sarah McManus. 

Althougn well past the three score 
and ten mark at the time of ‘his death, 
Mr. Crow was active to the last min- 
ute. The great energy which had al- 
Ways been characteristic of«him never 
Waned. 

Never Grew Old, 

“Mr. Crow never grew old,” said 
one of his lHfe-long friends. “He was 
always a boy at heart and never saw 
anything but the sunny side of things. 
He cared nothing for public life, and 
avoided ostentation, but in a quiet 
way he was always helping someone. 
Much of his large fortune went to aid 
the needy and every. Christmas he re- 


membered many of the city institu- 
tions with handsome checks. 

Mr. Crow had a few close friends 
who loved him for his wit and ‘his 
kindness, He was the adviser of many 
and his advice and encouragement 
had a prominent place in making the 
success of some of St. Louis’ success- 
He worshipped at 
St. Francis Xavier’s Church for 40 
years and was a member of the 
snights of Honor. 3 
= Crow's aly relative in St. Louis 
is his half-brother, James Crow, who, 
for years, was a clerk in his store. 

In 1361 Mr. Crow married Miss E}l- 
len Deneny, daughter of his friend 
Francis Deneny. Mrs. Crow died two 
years after the marriage. Their only 
hild died shortly after its mother, 
Mr. Crow's death occurred at the 
home of Mrs. Mary Dreas, where he 
lodged: He and Mrs. Dreas were close 
friends and after the death of his 
mother’s sister-in-law, at whose home 
he lived since boyhood, he moved. to 
the Dreas home, three years ago. 

Mr. Crow was buried from St: Francis 
Xavier's Church and the funeral was 
ttended. Rev. Father Phe-

Almost 
unfailingly, this is accompanied by a 
little beckoning of the fingers to some 
individual player or to some group of 
instruments.

And, unless you watch the Zach face 
closely and almost continuously, it da 
unfailingly a mask, as impassive ag if 
Its owner had absolutely no Personal in- 
terest In the work being directed.

Reversing the usual order of things, 
the children of the St. Louis ghetta are 
teaching their parents how to maintain 
health and prolong life. They also are 
solving one of the most vexing prob- 
lems the St. souis Society for the Re- 
lief and Prevention of Tuberculosis has 
had to 
reaching the forAgn population of the 
city with the good news that consump- 
tion can be prevented if proper sanitary 
rules are observed. 

After lectures in almost every foreign 
tengue had failed to awaken interest, 
the school children were thought of and 
the result has been a crusade in the in- 
terest of cleanliness such as the ghetto 
never before dreamed of. 

Gets 1000 Letters by Pupils. 

The Tuberculosis Society has been 
holding exhibits in different parts of 
the city. One was held last week in 
the building of the Jewish Educational 
Alliance, 901 Carr street, and a feature 
of the exhibit was the address to school 
children by Dr. Frank L. Magoon, pres- 
ident of the Board of Education. 

After the lecture Miss Sarah H. Ma- 
guire, principal of the Jeffergon School, 
which is attended by 1500 children, asked 
the pupils who heard Dr. Magoon’s talk 
on consumption to write her letters 
about it. 

Une thousand letters were written and 
every one of these is taken by the so- 
ciety as evidence that it has found the 
way to cleanse the ghetto and make it 
consumption-proof. The entire corre- 
spondence has been preserved by Miss 
Maguire and is one of the most unique 
of the many contributions to tubercu- 
losis literature. 

Boy Writ@& of Lectures. 

Here are some extracts from the cer- 
respondence which show how the chil- 
dren are learning the lesson they must 
teach their’ parents: 

“Dr. Magoon said that tuberculosis 
could be cured in its infancy,’’ writes 
Abe Silver, aged 12. ‘“‘rie said we should 
not spit on the pavement even if we 
have not tuberculosis.’’ 

Isadore Regits, 11 years old, says: 
“Dr. Magoon told us Thursday after- 
noon that many persons have con- 
sumption for net watching out for 
themselves. Many have died that had 
no business to die, because they did not 
take care. You should always sleep 
by yourself; you should never cough 
unless you got to; you should never 
spit any place on the street or in the 
house; you should wear clean clothes, 
have clean rooms and always take a 
bath.”’ 

Should Sleep Outdoors. 

“Dr. Magoen told us that when we 
have consumption it is good to make 
a bed outdoors and sleep there to get 
fresh air, if we can’t afford to gO to 
the mountains,’’ writes Edna Ebmeres. 
“Or usagoon says it can be cured if 
you catch it in time. 

“Dr. Magoon told the 
some of the people that live around 
the Jefferson school. Some of their 
yards, alleys and streets are very dirty, 
and it is no wonder they get consump- 
tion,”” comments Mamie Eller. 

All the letters show that the children 
fully understand the plan of the cru- 
sade and are working along the lines 
laid out, under the direction of Miss Ma- 
guire, who won distinction by her fight 
for clean streets in the Fourth Sani- 
where, statistics show.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—According to 
a decision just rendered by the United 
States Circuit. Court of Appeals, sit- 
ting at New Orleans, when a State 
Court appoints a receiver, as in the 
case of the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. in 
Texas, a Federal Court has no right to 
interfere by appointing another recetv- 
er. This is a parallel case with that of 
the New York City Rallway, wherein 
the State Court sought to supersede the 
Federal Court. The decision says: 
“In cases where a State Court and 
a United States Court may each take 
jurisdiction, the one which first gets 
jurisdiction holds it, to the exclusion 
of the other, until its duty 1@ fully per- 
formed and the jurisdiction invoked is 
exhausted. If jurisdiction as to prop- 
erty attaches, it is exclusive till it has 
wrought its function.”

He charges his wife with having him 
shadowed by private detectives and 
having him and his father annoyed by 
letters from lawWyers demanding that 
settlements be made upon her.

Kerens, who led a leisurely life up to 
his twenty-third year, went to work, at 
hia father’s command, after marrying, 
end developed busincss ability. He. is 
now 2 partner In the Kerens-Donne- 
wald Coal and Coke Co., with offices fn 
a downtown bnilding. 

Col. Kerens was so much pleased with 
the way he settled down after marry- 
ing that he deeded to him the Kerers 
mansion in Vandeventer place. This 
house jis still the home of Col. Kerens.

But there has been a wonder- 
ful change in public sentiment against 
graft in public office. The ideals wire 
higher today. A new standard of plain, 
common, simple honesty has been es- 
tablished.”’

SACRAMENTO, Cal., Dec. 7.—Affairs 
of the suspended California Safe De- 
posit and Trust Co. of San Francisco 
have been found in such condition that 
criminal action against the officers may 
be instituted.

popular ruler Sweden had ever known. 

King Oscar had determined to win the 
love of his subjects and he did. But it 
took ten years to do it.. In that time 
his wise dealing with public questions, 
his keen sympathies with national 
ideals, his patriotism and his efforts for 
needed reforms made him Deloved. 

Commerce Has Grown. 

In his reign Sweden’s commercial 
growth has been marked, In 1876 the 
number of factories was 2616, at present 
there are over 6000 industrial plants, 
and the value of the country’s output 
has quadrupled. The amount of land 
under cultivation has doubled and the 
advance in learning has been natable. 

As a patron of art, his name will be 
seunied with that of Gustaf III, idolized 
by the art loving people of Sweden. 
The stage, too, has been fostered by 
him, and his roll of honor, known as 
“Litteris et Artibus,” was established 
to encourage literary men, scientists 
and musicians. 

The King’s greeting to Dr. Sven He- 
din, author of “Through Asia,’ snows 
his great interest In science. When the 
scientist returned to Sweden after hav- 
ing penetrated regions never before 
trod by a white man’s foot, the King 
embraced him, calling him “my son. 

That the King was a lover of peace 
was shown in the crisis of 19044, when 
Norway broke away from Sweden. Had 
the Norwegians been dealing with 
Crown Prince Gustaf the result would 
undoubtedly have been war. For the 
heir to the throne has much more of 
the spirit of the Vikings than his fath- 
er. But the King, who let a country 
slip from his grasp, is not censured by 
his people. His earnest desire tq rule 
wisely, his sympathy for his people, his 
sincerity and his energetic pursuit of 
the intellectual ideal outweigh this in- 
cident. te 

King Oscar married Princess‘ So- 
phia of Nassau itn 1856, after a ro- 
mantic courtship, begun on the banks 
of the Rhine. She was the inspiration 
of many of his poems, and his con- 
stant companion in the days before a 
throne made him forsake his pen and 
his dreams. 

Crown Prince Gustaf has long been 
popular with the Swedish people, and 
his reign is looked forward to with 
much hope. That he will rule with a 
more aggressive hand than his father 
is certain, but it will be a reign 
based on sincerity of purpose, as was 
Oscar’s. The Crown Prince married 
Sophia Maria Victoria, Princess of 
Baden. “ 

Oscar Frederick Vilhelm Olaf Gus- 
taf Adolf. known as Gustaf Adolf, is 
the eldest son of the Crown Prince, 
and in direct succession. Gustaf Ad- 
olf, born in November, 1906, is the 
next in sucession. These, with. the 
King, represent four generations of 
the royal family, and their picture, 
taken i recently, is treasured by 
Swedes in America who have been 
fortunate enough to obtain copies. 

Gustaf Adolf married the Princess 
Margaret of Connaught, their wed- 
ding being solemnized at Windsor 
Castle in the presence of represent- 
atives of all the royal houses of 
The hana gon of the Crown Prince, 
Carl William, visited the United States 
in June last and attended the James- 
town Exposition, His frank, demo- 
cratic manner won him much popu- 
l é 
“The romantic spirit of King Oscar 
revealed itself in his second son, Os- 
car Carl August, Duke of Wisborg, 
who renounced his right to succession 
to marry outside of royalty. His wife 
is Ebba Henrietta Munck, who was 
lady in waiting to the Crown Prin- 

ictoria. 
OR ar Cart Wilhelm, third son of 
the King, married Charlotta Carolina, 
Princess of Denmark. 

Prince Eugene, the King’s fourth 
gon, is an aftist of note, and his en- 
gagement to Mile. Louise Graefe, an 
opera singer in Paris, has been wide- 
ly announced’ without contradiction. 
It is said the couple will take up their 
abode in Berlin after their marriage. 


PROF, BELL’S NEW AIRSHIP

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Warrants in Kansas City Cru- 
sade Are Served at 
Matinees. 
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KANSAS Cis Y, Mo., Dec. 7.—Drastic 
measures were taken here today to en- 
force the Sunday closing law as a result 
of the recent campaign began by Judge 
William: ti. Wallace of the Criminal 
Court. The grand jury indicted 228 trav- 
eling actors ahd actresses and employes 
of loca] theaters, charged with violating 
the Missourt: law forbidding labor on 
Sunday. Of this number 141 were ar- 
rested and gave bond for $200 each, 
while the others evaded the officers and 
left the city without being apprehended. 

The courtroom presented an unusual 
and almost ludicrous appearance when 
the persons arrested were lined up be- 
fore Judge Wallace to give bond, Many 
of the actors went directly from the 
matinee performances to the Courthouse 
and had not had an opportunity to re- 
move their make-ups. About one-third 
of them were actresses, many of them 
chorus girls. 

Legal Fight for Venue. 

The attorneys for the theaters filed 
pleas in abatement and motions for a 
change of venue before they allowed 
their clients to plead, but the court in- 
sisted that the pleas be entered first. 
When the prisoners refused to plead 
Judge Wallace entered a plea of “not 
guilty” for each. 

Among the actors arrested were the 
following: Adolph Zink, ithe liliputian 
comedian; Fiske O’Hara, the _ Irish 
comedian; the Ernesto family. Fay, May 
and Ernesto, slack wire performers;

MONEY TIGHTNESS 


Foreign-Born. in. New York 
send More Money Home 
Than Last Year. 





NEW YORK, Dec: 7.—While the rich 
men of the country are being pinched 
by the financial stringency, and are 
sacrificing gilt-edged securities to ob- 
tain ready money, (figures indicate 
Clearly that the poorer classes have not 
suffered accordingly. Particularly do the 
Christmas figures. bear out the fact that 
it is a “rich man’s panic.”’ 

More than $7,000,000 were sent by for- 
eign-born persdéns in New York City 
during the last month to their kindred 
abroad, and the Christmas rush at the 
New York Postoffice money order 
windows is just beginning. 

Money order figures are the best evi- 
dence that the foreigners in New York 
are prosperous. . 

For the last week of November this 
year $234,721.50 went to Great Britain in 
money orders. Last year the amount 
for the last week of November was only 
200,000. 

Italy led all foreign countries for the 
week ending Nov. 30. as usual, the total 
this year being $609,962.71, against $471,- 
837.67 for the same week in 1906. 

More money went to Hungary last 
week than to Germany, the money or- 
ders Showing $155,770.31 to Hungary and 
only $72,100.68 to Germany. 

Other figures for the last week of 
November this year and last are 
follows: To Austria (1907), $188,536.88: 
(1906), $171,701.29; to France (1907), $25,- 
627.72; (1906), 22,389.49; to Germany 
(1907), $72,100.68; (1906), 70,122.99; to 
Switzerland (1907), $13,869.94; (1906), $13,- 
244.46. 

The peasantry of Sweden were en- 
riched thig year by $121,486.65, which 
went out of the New. York Postoffice 
during the week ending Nov. 30, and is 
a decided increase over the sum sent by 
Swedes in this city to their home folks 
last year for the corresponding week. 


SPEAKER CANNON ADMIRES

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—Speaker Can- 
non today expressed his. sentiments to- 
ward organized labor and its leader, 
Samuel Gompers, with respect to tie 
latter’s campaign for his (Mr. Cannon's) 
defeat, the occasion being a call on him 
by a committee from the local union 
of plate engravers. ’ 

A set of resolutions commending the 
Speaker for his legislative work in »de- 
half of the plate workers was pre- 
sented by the chairman of the dele- 
Charles T. Smith. In reply 
Speaker Cannon, after expressing his 
gratification at the confidence con- 
veyed, entered into an informal discus- 
sion of “one-man political leadership” 
of organized labor. 

He said that while he bore no en- 
mity to the president of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor, he did not be- 
lieve that union men as American. citi- 
gens would ever accept a dictatorship 
over their votes. That if he were a 
craftworker he would ally himself with 
a trade union, because unionism has 
been the vehicle of all progress toward 
better conditions for the wage earners;

to direct.

It is planned to exhume the 
body Monday. 

Hospital Employes Examined. 

When Dr. Wald reached the police 
station he found the police were ques- 


tioning Maria Larsen, George F. Smith, 
interne, and Dr. John Aimony. 

The surgeon said these three wit- 
nesses were formerly trusted employes 
at the Lakeview Hospital, but that 
they had been discharged, 

‘When Httle Emma Mildred Hansen 
died after an operation on her throat,”’ 
said Dr. Wald, ‘it was because the tis- 
sues and ve'ns around a tubercular 
gland were degenerate. The veins nat- 
urally broke and the child bled to death. 
lt was something that could not be pre- 
vented.

‘* ‘In every hospital in the world there 
is occasional loss of life. It is unavoid- 
able. You know that the percentage of 
death in this hospital is remarkably 
low. 

“Incident, Not Accident.” 

**T mention this because of the im- 
portance of not having careless talking. 
This is an incident, not an accident.’ 

“From that time on I have been both- 
ered by certain persons. There was a 
conspiracy to injure me and to harn, 
the hospital.” 

Meantime the State’s Attorney is tak- 
ing up the charges that were brought lo 
him, as follows: 

“That the child was placed upon an 
operating table to undergo the _ knife 
for a throat affection and that. the 
jugular vein. in her throat was severed. 

‘That the physician who performed 
the ‘operation was suffering from an in- 
fected eye, which .had affected the 
other eye and made him almost blind. 

“That the cause of death was not 
properly given to the Health Depart- 
ment, , 

“That the family never was informed 
of the true facts in the case. 

“That other physicians became in- 
valved with the surgeon in/the sup- 
pression of the cause of the girl's 


death.”

MADE FASTES! 
UN RAINY DAYS 


Wet Weather Prevents Work 
and Gives Aliens Time to 
Go to Court. 


Rainy, cold days and the financial 
stringency that has thrown many for- 
eigners of the laboring c'ass temporarily 
eut of werk have caused a big boom 
in citizenship applications in the offices 


of the United States Circuit and Dis- 
trict courts within the past few weeks. 
Htainy days, when the foreign laborers 
are unable te work on the street car 
‘tracks or wherever elee they are_simi- 
larly employed, are especially conducive 
to citizenship. 

This is not because the allen would 
rather renounce his allegiance to. his 
former soverelgn and swear to uphold 
the glorv of the stars and stripes under 
cloudy skies, but beeanse the majority 
of those who are swarming like bees 
te the Federal. Building for citizenship 
pipers canne* ordinarily take the time 
trom work te appear. ) 

Whenever the rain begirs the clerks 
make hurried preparations to reccive 
tne throng of foreigners they know will 
soon arrive. Sometimes, on a rainy day, 
chere are 30 or 40 nen awaiting their 
turn to make application for their ‘‘first 
papers.”’ 

Many Unable to Write. 

Humorous and pathetic incidents are 
Intermingled in a day’s work at nat- 
uralization. Barriers to citizenship are 
few and far between. Many: of those 
who make their first application are 
unable to speak a word of English and 


few can write their names legibly. They 
must improve materially before they 
ge inte ceurt te be examined for their 
second or final papers. 

Every applicant is required to swear 
that he is not a believer in either 
pelygamy or anarchy. The frst appli- 
cant who has been refused his first pa- 
pers because he said he believed in 
polygamy was turned away one day 
last week.. When asked the usual red- 
tape question, Sayed Hasenuen, a Turk, 
who had applied for citizenship papers, 
surprised Clerk Tobin by telling him 
that he did believe in polygamy. He 
was told that. he was not cligible to 
citizenship and left the Federal Build- 
ing, seemingly unable to understand 
why Uncle Sam did noi want him. 

From. every walk in life the appli- 
eants have come during the present 
year. The priest, in his ecclesiastical 
garments, has stood beside the street 
laberer and made the common suppli- 
cation for entry on Uncle Sam's roll of 
citizens. ; 

Many Apply for Papers. 

Since March 1 of this year there have 
been 108 applicants for ‘‘first papers’’ 
in the United States Circuit Clerk’s of- 
fice. One hundred and nineteen aliens 
have applied for their second or final 
papers. Fifty-six full-fledged citizens 
have been created by the United States 


Circuit Court since March 1 by the 
granting of these final papers, Clerk 
Gray and Deputy Clerks Mitchell and 
Tobin have been especially busy with 
applicants during the past few weeks 
and expect the number of applications 
for first papers to reach 1100 before the 


end of the year. 

In the United States District Clerk’s 
office 617 first papers, which are always 
granted on application when properly 
sworn to, have been issued by Clerk 
Nal! and Deputy Clerk McCune within 
the last 15 months. Forty final papers 
Were granted within the same time, 
three persons were refused and 2% ap- 
plications are still pending.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7.—While the wise 
men at Washington specially chosen to 
tackle the immigration problem . are 
knitting their brows over it, the puzzle 
is on the high road to solution at the 
hands of the tmmigrants themselves. 
They are returning home. Some take 
back good-sized hoards of American 
dc lars, Many go with empty pockets, 
but heads full of new ideas about 
America and its golden oppertunities. 

Thig Weew 52,000 Sailed for Home. 


Every liner that steamed out of port 
was filled to her capacity with steerage 
pessengers, a condition without paraile) 
in the history of ocean travel from 
these shores. 

It is lack of work in the New World 
that Is driving the Hun, the Italian, the 
other alien tollers back 
to» the Old World—lack of work and 
consequent inability to get the. only 
thing that drew them. to this country— 
the American dollar. 


Waast English-Speaking Men. 


Their failure to find work is not al- 
ways because workers are not wanted 
where they apply, but to a growing 
aversion in certain quarters to non- 
English-speaking help. Many employers 
are convinced, after experience, that 
they are not desirable as a commercial] 
proposition. 

This is regarded by students of the 
situation as one of the most important 
factors !n solving the immigration 
problem without the aid of Congress 
cr restrictive laws. 

At the present rate of departure it is 
estimated that more than half a million 
Immigrants will have left the country 
in 197, and that the coming year will 
see this numbet doubled. If this esti- 
mate is well founded the outflow for 
1908 will equal the thrush of 1906, when 
1,000,756 steerage passengers arrived 
here from European ports. 


Foreigu Labor Market Glutted. 


There is alarm in Germany lest the 
hordes of returning emigrants g'ut the 
already overcrowded labor market. A 
plan has been suggested for a more 
rigid scrutiny of the home-comers, that 
undesirable ones may be excluded. 

It was stated at. a recent meeting of 
the Municipal Council at Schoenberg, 
a suburb of Berlin, that 30,000 skilled 
and 35,00 unskilled workmen were idle 
in Berlin alone. A proportionate num- 
ber are loafing in other industria! 
centers and in the farming regions. 

Similar conditions prevail In Austria, 
to whose ports ships take as many 
steerage passengers from America as 
they carry away. Ard it is so with the 
cther states of Europe that for years 
have been packing off to the United 
States their surplus labor. 

But it is to Italy mote than to any 
other country that the returning tide 
carries conundrums. The Italian Gov- 
ernment in recent years hes shown 
fiself fully allve to the advantages to 
‘pe derived from a great tide of immi- 
gration to America. It has provided 
means of safety and comfort for its 
people on shipboard. An Italian naval 
officer, with the title of commissioner, 
splendid in gold lace and smiles, is as- 
signed to duty on every ship that 
haves Naples, Genoa, Palermo or Mes- 
sina.

The permanent organization of the 
Young Men's Democratic Club of Mis- 
souri will be effected late next January, 
according to State Senator Frank M.

Legislators Conceived It. 

The idea of forming a State Demo- 
cratic Club composed of young men 
originated with Representative H. J. 
Simrnons of Shelby County, Representa-

ty and a few others. They sent out 
notices inviting all the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Legislature to attend a meet- 
ing at the Southern Hotel yesterday. 
Not only the large majority of the sen- 
ators and representatives responded, but 
the Missourians, who are grooming 
themselves for State nominations re- 
sponded, too, and brought friends with 
them to push along thelr individual 
booms.

One of the Stone HNeutenants said that, 
while Folk might be strong in the coun- 
try, especially in local option counties, 
he would lose thousands of votes in the 
cities. The prediction was made that in 
St. Louls Stone would run 20,000 votes 
ahead of Folk. 

The Foix men laughed at what they 
termed Senator Stone's “unwarranted 
optimism.’’ They argued that if Folk 
ran 10,000 votes ahead of the machine 
candidates in St. Louis in the 1904 elec- 
tion, he could easily duplicate the per- 
formance at this time when the police 
and election departments are not un- 
friendly to his candidacy as they were 
three years ago.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7.—By a _ vote 
takeh secretly today, the Republican 
National Committee voted to hold the 
presidential convention in Chicago June 
16 next. Kansas City and Denver were 
applicants for the big meeting until 
they were assured that the Windy City 
had 32 votes, then they withdrew. 

Vigorous speeches were made by the 
boosters in “the meeting rooms at the 
Shoreham Hotel. At 11:45 the doors 
were locked and 20 minutes later the 
announcement was made to the throng 
of newspaper men waiting outside that 
Chicago had won. The vote was: Chi- 
cago 32, Kansas City 17, Denver 4; all 
the members of the committee voting 
either in person or by proxy. 

After a motion te make the selection 
of Chicago unanimous had passed. with 
a cheer the committee fixed upon the 
date. 

Offered Moneyr and Hall, 

In presenting Chicago’s claims to the 
committée Representative Lowden said: 

“T am not here so much in the inter- 
ests of Chicago as I am in the inter- 
ests of the Republican party (ap- 
plause). 

“Now, as to finances,’’ he said, smil- 
ing and pulling out a huge wallet. A 
roar went up, with a cry ‘‘He’s going 
to pay off.’’ 

He said his elty would give the Coll- 
seum, with 14,000 chairs, if required, 
and pay all expenses pertaining to the 
convention. 

Overenthusiasm really lost the plum 
for the Missourians. The chances *of 
Kansas City were drowned in a. flood 
of oratory. The boomers made the com- 
mittee room echo and re-echo with 
their applause. A dozen men were on 
their feet at once eager to speak. They 
were suppressed, however, by their 
leaders and Senater Warner advanced 
to the front. Senator Warner set the 
pace for the subsequent speech feast. 

Compliments for Cortelyou. 

When the committee convened today 
it unanimously adopted a resolution of 
appreciation of the services of former 
Chairman George B. Cortelyou. Reso- 
lutions presented by J. W. Babcock 
and unanimously adopted expressed the 
“irreparable loss sustained by the death 
of Henry C. Payne of Wisconsin." 

After a report had been adopted ac- 
cording to Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines representation in the next conven- 
tion ef one delegate and one alternate 
each for every 500 Republican votes or 
major fraction thereof, the call of 
states for convention site propositions 
was ordered.

About 578 Were at Work 
When Terrific Explosion 
Occurred. 





MONUNGAH, W. Va., Dec. 7.—Twen- 
ty-five bodies have been recovered to- 
night from Mines Nos. 6 and 8 of the 


Fairmont Coal Co. at Monogah. Scores 


of other victims were in Sight of the 
rescuers and it was estimated that at 
least one hundred dead would be 
brought to the surface by daylight. 
However, the number of bodies recov- 
ered Sunday depends entirely upon the 
condition of the mine. 

Late today and tonight the deadly 
black damp became more pronounced 
as the further recesses of the mines 
were approached. It was a physical im- 
possibility to go faster than the air, 


which traveled showly on account of the 
men having to brattice many old en- 
tries as they worked forward. It was 
stated tonight by General Manager J.eo 
L. Malone of the mines that 478 miners 
were checked off as entering the mines 
yesterday morning. It is certain all 
were killed. This number, it was fur- 
ther stated, did not include fully one 
hundred trappers, mule drivers, pump- 
ers and boys who are not under the 
check system. Should these figures be 
correct the death list will be over five 
hundred and fifty persons. 
Victims Terribly Mutilated. 

The conditions of the bodies recov- 
ered thus far are horrible. Many are 
dismembered and many are fearfully 
crushed and the rest are blackened and 
burned beyond recognition. The body 
of J. M. McGraw, pit boss, and one of 
the best known mining men in West 
Virginia, was decovered tonight in 
mine No. 8 It was headless and other- 
wise disfigured. Identification was 
made by the clothing and shoes he 
wore. 

The accident, the worst in the history 
of American mining, has dazed the peo- 
ple of this vicinity. The streets of both 
this ‘town and Fairn.ont are crowded 
with people, while thousands line the 
hills in the vicinity of the mines. Ev- 
ery barroom in Fairmont and Monongah 
is closed, notices on the doors announc- 
ing that the suspension is taused by 
the mine explosion and will last until 
Monday. There is both preéaution and 
respect in the closing of the saloons. 

Sixty Mines Suspend. 

Throughout the territory over sixty 
mines have suspended operations tem- 
porarily and about 6000 miners are vis- 
Starting 
tomorrow morning a new system of res- 
cue work will be inaugurated at both 
mines, the intention being to dispense 
with the services of the miners who 
have been employed in either of the 
mines. In their places there will be 
about 200 expert mining men from 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Virginia, 
all of whom have volunteered. 

These men, under the direction of 
Chief Mine Inspector J. W. Paull of 
West Virginia, who arrived today from 
Charlestown, will be more fitted to ren- 
der effective service in the recovering 
of the dead. The reason for this is that 
conditions now existing in the mines 
are extremely dangerous and it is 
feared should inexperienced men make 
an incorrect move a second explosion 
would occur, which would completely 
wreck the mines. 

It is estimated that 250 families ar: 
destitute. In many places relief titi 
have already been started for the wid- 
Ows and children. Tomorrow in all the 
churches of Fairmont, Clarksburg and 
Monongah special services will be held 
and it is probable collections wil] be 
taken. It is the purpose of the minis- 
ters to establish a permanent relief 
fund. 

Fifty Per Cent Americans, 

A score or more of men of the res- 
cuing parties are in a critical con- 
dition tonight from inhaling black 
damp. Several of them are expected 
to die. John Gabert, a rescuer, was 


carried from the mine tonight a ravy- 
ing maniac. His lungs were filled 
with black damp, produced a condi- 
tion of one insane, and the services 
of four mén were necessary to hold 
him -while doctors attended him. 
Forty or fifty per cent of the vie- 
tims, it is estimated, are Americans.

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[VICIOUS CONVICT SULLEN 


FIRST DAY IN LONE CELL 
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Missouri Penitentiary. Records Show. That One 
Convict Lived -13 Years Alone, Others Lost 
Mind or Health Earlier. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.—Charies 
Jenks, the negro convict who is doomed 
to spend the remainder of his life In 
solitary confinement in the Missouri 
Penitentiary, by order of Warden Hall, 
was sullen and morose in his cell to- 
day. He refused to come even to the 
grated steel door to converse with his 
replied to the guard’s calls 
only with curses. 

How tong Jenks will be able to stand 
ihe solitary confinement is a question 
in the minds of the prison physician 
and officials. Some men have died un- 
der the restraint in less than a vear. 
One lived 13 years in the narrow dark 
cell, only to be taken out at the end 
of that time to die of consumption. 

One Man Lived 13 Years. 

Solitary confinement has been rare in 
the prison since Warden Hall has been 
at its head. Few men have been sub- 
jected to that punishment, and those 
few only for a short time. J. C.°*John- 
son, known as “Fire Bug’’ Johnson, 
lived for 13 years in solitary confine- 
ment. At the end of that time he was 
nearly dead of consumption and was 
pardoned by Gov. Stephens. He died a 
short time after leaving the prison. 

Johnson was the leader of the prison 
riutiny in 1883. He fired one of’ the 
yrison factories with the intention of 
destroying all the buildings within the 
prison walls. He was placed itn solitaty 
confinement, a healthy man, in 1883. In 
1896 the prison physician reported that 
Johnson was in the last stages of con- 
sumption and live only a few 
Cays. He died soon after he was par- 
aoned. 

Of four convicts who were placed in 
solitary confinement in 1904, one died 
in less than a year, one became Insane, 
and two, while run down in health, 
recovered after being removed from the 
cells. 

These four convicts—Thornton, Mil- 
lard, Ellis and McDonald—were in the 
cynamite plot in April, 1904. They were 
discovered by “Buck” Williams, a 
guard in their eell building, who sound- 
ed the alarm and they were captured 
before they had opportunity to use the 
d:ynamite in thelr possession. They had 
intended dynamiting the prison and es- 
caping. Each was placed in a separate 
cell like that occupied by Jenks. 

Warden Hall Released Men. 

When Warden Hall took charge of the 
prison in January, 1905, he found the 
men suffering from their confinement. In 
April, 1905, he ordered Thornton §re- 
moved to the hospital. Thornton died'a 
few weeks later of consumption. At the 
same time he had Milldrd trans.erred to 
the Fulton Asylum for the Insane, 
where he remained a year and was re- 
turned to the prison,. reported cured. 
Ellis and McDonald were in poor health 
and were removed from the. solitary 
confinement. ceils.

Wors/ Punishment, Says Doctor. 

Dr. Chastain, who has been at the

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ment for three years, is of the opinion 
that solitary confinement is the worst 
form of punishment. 

“The dangers of this confinement,” 
said Dr. Chastain today, ‘“‘can be re- 
moved to a great extent by care. Under 
this administration it has been the cus- 
tom to give solitary cell men exercise. 
They are required to keep their cells 
elec in. 

*‘However, a man's health is certain to 
be affected fn time, if you place him in a 
celi all alone, The greatest danger is 
that he will become insane. He has 
nothing to occupy his mind and every 
minute in the day is apt to’ be given 
over to brooding on his tmprisonment 
and the offenses he committed before 
coming to.the prison. This, in time, 
would affect the mind of any person. 


Comsumption Almost Certain. 

“Then the air in those cells is not as 
pure as @ man should breathe. I don't 
mean that it Is poison, because fresh air 
enters the cell, but the ventilation is not 
the best in the world. This in time is 
very apt to affect a man’s lungs and 
eventually develop into consumption. 

“But with the present regulations, 
which require the convict shall be given 
regular exercise, this danger is mini- 
mized. 

“During exercise time he gets plenty 
of fresh air. I can take for example the 
convict Raymond. He grew sullen for a 
time while he was in solitary confine- 
mept. He refused to take exercise and 
refused medicines. He became run 
down in health and I am satisfied would 
soon have been a very sick man. After 
a few months he got déver that, how- 
ever, and as soon as he resumed his ex- 
ercise his health was restored.” 


Only Safe Piace for Jenks. 

Warden Hall maintains the position 
there is no other course than solitary 
confinement for Jenks. Dr. Chastain 
says he is not insane and therefore he 
cannot be removed to an asylum. Jenks 
has attacked five convicts, and came 
near murdering two. If he is permitted 
to mingle with the other convicts, the 
Warden says, he will kill a convict or 
guard, or make it necessary for a guard 
to kill him.

This would be.the judicial way of look- 
ing at the matter if it were presented in 
court. Other shadings and phases of the 
same. question, judicially considered, 
cannot be. answered with finality, be- 
cause courts haye held variously in their 
applications of the law to the different 
circumstances making up each particular 
case. 

Law Itself Is Strict. 

“The State law prohibiting gambling, 
known as the Johnson Act, because it 
was formulated by former Lieutenant 
Governor Charles -P. Johnson, makes 
the keeping of a gambling «pquse a fel- 
ony. The act of, playing the game 
is a misdemeanor. The law Niatie 
to the powers of the metropolitan po- 
lice say that when a police officer has 
knowledge ‘that a felony or a _ mis- 
demeanor is being committed he must 
arrest, 

Col. Richard M. Johnson, Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney, said: “The pow- 
ers Of the: metropolitan police are very 
broad. A policeman may arrest where 
the Sheriff or the constable are not 
permitted to do so. The police not only 
enforce the city ordinances, but the 
laws of the State. These powers are 
largely matters of police regulation. The 
right of a policeman to enter a private 
home is therefore a mere matter of 
regulation. 

Another Held Home Sacred. 

“The laws prohibiting the keeping of 
gambling houses and of gambling never 
contemplated that any police officer 
should break down doors of a private 
residence or raid the house. Gov. 
Charles P. Johnson, who wrote that act, 
has said that he never had any such 
idea, and that the act itself confers no 
such right. 

“It was written to apply to outrageous 
conditions in St. Louls during the old 
steamboat days, when the city was over- 
run with gamblers and sharpers who 
plied their trade on the boats and 
throughout the city. That was the rea- 
son it Was broadly written. 

'~he law was made by the Legislature 
as a relief to the residents of the city, 
not to enable thetr guardians, the po- 
lice, to make it reactionary. A citizen’s 
home is a very sacred piace, not to be 
invaded on a mere pretext or a suspl- 
clon. It does not intend that you and 
the other fellow shall be arrested be- 
cause we meet in your house to enjoy a 
game of cards, made interesting by a 
small stake or even a “‘kitty’’ contrib- 
uted by the callers to pay for a ‘Dutch 
lunch.’ 

“It was not in that narrow sort of spir- 
It that the law was formulated. 
application of the law to the people that 
raises these fine distinctions. A rigid, 
unbending lack of discrimination, in the 
application is the worst way to get the 
intended effect out of them and make 
them felt by the law-breaker—the keep- 
er of a gambling house who operates 
a place deliberately, whether under cov- 
er or openly, for the purpose of making 
a living out of the rake-off of the game. 
That is the fellow the law its after. 

“Under the felony division of the law, 
gaming tables or devices. of whatever 
kind are forbidden. They are made for 
the specific purposes of garmbiing. Un- 
der no possible construction could my 
dining room table be called a gambling 
device. 

‘If I invite my friends to enjoy a

BRITISH WORKER 
‘BEST PAID, SAYS 
LABOR CHIEFTAN 


American Workmen Should 
Get Into Politics, John 
Hodge Declares. 


_— 


CHICAGO, Dec. 7.—‘The American 
workman is paid about 75 per cent less 
than the British laborer in the steel 
industries,’’ declared John Hodge, chair- 
man of the National Labor party of 
Great Britain, and a member of Parlla- 
ment, in ai address delivered today to 
the workers in the steel mulls at East 
Chicago. 

“In actual figures,’”’ he added, “the 
American workman seems to get more 
wages, but in reaiity he receives at 


least three-fourths less than his brother 
in England and the colonies. In New 
South Wales the contrast is striking. 
The workracn in the mills there are paid 
$i a day for eight-hour shifts. "“he 
samc men in Aemrica are paid % a day 
for 12-hour shifts. 

“Since my: last visit here two years 
azo, the conditions of American work- 
men have hecome worse, while those 
of England have improved. The British 
workinen have organization and use 
their. political power. The Anmierican 
workemn need expect no improvement 
in his condiiion until he uses his 
power to compel legislators to enact 
laws for his Wenefit. 

“British workmen are amazed that in 
a country like this, where the workman 
could be master of the situation, he is a 
dumb, driven victim of conditions, who 
permits intolerable abuses and shuts his 
eyes to the power he could exercise in 
any election. 

“Our standard of living is relatively 
higher. If American methods prevailed 
in a country as limited in acreage as 
‘ours, we would starve, whereas if En- 
glish methods were employed here, the 
toilers of this country would have pleni- 
tude and even luxury. Our wages are

She Is Now Almost Blind ana 
Operations Have Not 
Aided Eyes.

LONDON, Dec. 7.—King Edward's 
action in conferring -the order of merit 
upon Florence Nightingale does not 
seem to have.caused as much surprise 
because it is given for the first tinfe to 
a women as astonishment that Florence 
Nightingale is still alive. Most peopie 
apparently thought her dead years ago. 

She has been living all the'time in the 
heart of London's most fashionabl> 
district at 10 South street, Park Lane, 
though she has not left the house for 
eight or ten years. She is confined to 
her bed most of the time, but occa- 
sionally is carried to a couch near a 
window, where a mirror swings behind 
the curtains and reflects whatever life 
and gayety there may be in the street: 

She Is Nearly Blind. 

Miss Nightingale has had several Op- 
erations upon her eyes, but they were 
not successful and today she is nearly 
blind. It makes her nervous to be 
read to, sc she spends most of the time 
lying quietly, with her hands folded. 
She sees no one except the personal 
servayita, who are with her day and 
night. @Oaee a month or so she con- 
sents to see, for a tew minutes, her fa- 
vorite cousin, Henry Bonham-Carter. 
She has been a nervous wreck since her 
return from the Crimean War and a 
recluse, although as a girl on her fa- 
ther’s estate at Leahurst she showed a 
love for seclusion. 

It is now more than fifty years since 
she has taken a meal in company with 
anyone. She has always been peculiar 
about allowing the world to know even 
important facts connected with her life. 
The exact date of her birth was guard- 
ed by her family as a state secret, until 
seven years ago, when she was 80 years 
old, when the nurses at St. Thomas 
Hospital wanted to celebrate the occa- 
sion and she was persuaded to say that 
she was born May 12. This date is 
not in any biography of her life writ- 
ten before that time. 

It is generally understood among her 
few friends that her mind has been 
gone for some years. 

To Publish Blography. 

She put all her private papers long 
ago into the hands of the present Lady 
Verney, the daughter-in-law of her sis- 
ter, and Lady Verney is preparing an 
extensive biography to be published aft- 
er Miss Nightingale’s death. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if it will be very authen- 
tic or valuable, as Lady Verney seems 
determined to eliminate all letters and 
documents that would tell anything 
about the inner workings of Miss 
Nightingale’s life in the Crimea and 
anything that would add an ounce of 
glory to .anyone else. 

It is known that there Is among the 
papers a voluminous correspondence be- 
tween herself and Sidney Herbert, then 
Secretary of War, which would reveal 
the fact that Miss Nightingale was in.- 
finitely more indebted to Sidney Her- 
bert than she was ever willing to ad- 
mit. This correspondence would also 
bring to light the facts concerning her 
numerous and serious clashes with the 
medical authorities at Scutarl, which 
were about to be made the subject of 
a Parliamentary investigation, when 
Lord Herbert went to the rescue and 
aftsumed responsibility for the high- 
handed way in which Miss Nightingale 
defied the military and medical men at 
Scutarti.

OMMY BURNS, champion heavyweight pugilist of the world 


Sounds big, does it not? 


Or, as the German comedian 


of advanced vaudeville would say, ‘‘It listens good.’’ Still 
it seems to grate harshly on the nerves of certain fistic scribes, old 
shelved fighters, a number of followers of the game and a bunch 
of managers who would be pleased to be declared in with-Tommy’s 


earnings. 
The fistic scribes alluded to continual- 
harp en Burns’ refusal to fight Mike 
Zonveck and big Jack Johnson and also 
call the attention of the readers of their 
respective publications to Tommy’s in- 
variably seeking easy marks. The fight- 
ers who have outlived their. usefulness 
in the mng refer to Tommy as a cheap 
fourth-rater and one who would not 
have been heard from if they still were 
in the game. Regarding the followers 
of the sport, they detest Burns, presum- 
ably becasse he is not what is termed 


@ good fellow. 


Let us deal fairly and squarely with 
Burns, the first Simon-pure world’s 
heavyweight champion. Less than two 
years ago, we are forced to admit, he 
was considered a no-account middle- 
weight and one who it was then thought 
never would graduate out of that ili- 
vision. When he outgrew the middle- 
weight class and joined the ranks of 
the light heavies he challenged Marvin 
Hart to battle for the heavyweight 
championship. 

Hart won that title by defeating Jack 
Root and defended it against Jack John- 
s0n. Burns was laughed at for trying 
to unseat Hart from the topmost rung 
of the pugilistic ladder, and it was gen- 
eraily predicted he was-in for a good 
hiding from the Kentuckian. The bet- 
ting on the fight was 10 to 4 in favor of 
Marvin, with no Burns money in sight. 

Tommy trimmed Marvin to a frazzie, 
although the under dog received no 
credit for the victory... He probably was 
not entitled to any, as Hari was a poor 
champion, but Burns, before the fight, 
was considered a much poorer fighter. 
Easy Mark No. 1 for Tommy. 

His next battle, as champion, was 
with Jack O’Brien, and what Jack 
would not do to the upstart would not 
be worth yo anagy ve That battle was 
declared a draw by Referee Jin: Jeffries, 
but in the opinion of the spectators 
Toimmy Was entitled to the decision. It 
Was reported the fight was “framed” tu 
result in a draw, but Jeffries denied 
being a party to it, but candidly admit- 
ted that Burns had a shade the better 
of the argument. 

Their second fight resulted in the ex- 
posure of O'Brien. The Jatter, it was 
claimed, would not fight unless Tommy 
would “ay”? down to him. Before time 
was called for the first round Jack was 
nformed that the fight would have to 

honestly contested, so that battle 
surely Was on the level. O’Brien, in tho 
opinion of students of the game, stood 
head and shoulders over Burns as a 
fighter, and was picked to make Tom- 
my look foolish. No credit te Tommy 
oe wining and Easy Mark No. 2° for 

m. 


Bill Squires drifted in on us about 
that time and challenged Jeffries, but 
Jim, despite the large purse offered for 
the match, turned It down. Squires, 


according to press r rts from the 
coast, was a formidable opponent for 
the best we had in this country, but 
when Burns beat him the fistic writers 
who had touted Bill as being a great 
fighter gr'lled him for his defeat. He 
undoubtedly deserved the grilling, but 
here really was no cause for accusing 
urns of seeking an easy mark. How- 
ever, we call Squires Easy Mark No. 
8 for Tommy.

He reiterated that state- 
inent since his sojourn on the other 
side of the Atlantic and he undoubr- 
edly will make gcod. 

That, hcwever, does not seem to sat- 
isfy Tommy’ s enemies as they contin- 
ually argue he is not champion ot 
Amerioa until he defeats Jack Johrson. 
Why Johnson in particular? Or why 
not Johnson when Jeffries was cham- 
p'on? Did not Jeff refuse to fight him 
because he was colored and that when 
Jim fought a colored man after he be- 
came champion? Or why aid not John 
L. Sullivan and Jim Corbett forfeit 
their championship titles when they re- 
fused to fight Peter Jackson? 

Surely what is sauce for the goose 
should be Sauce for the gander. Jeff- 
ries, Sullivan and Corbett were upheld 
for refusing to give a colored man a 
chance to fight for the heavyweight 
honors. Burns, on the other hand is be- 
‘ng grilled, not because he has not 
drawn the color line, but because he 
does not hike back to this country on 
the first boat and t fight a colored man. 


The Burns-Moir “fight terminated as a 
great many expected, in favor of Burns. 
The latter found his opponent a strong, 


sturdy and hard-hitting fighter, but ut- 
terly devoid of science. He fought him 
cleverly, avoided his hard waliops, and 
after wearing him down to a beatable 
condition, trimmed him.

CHICAGO, Dee. 7. 


OMMY BURNS, champion heavyweight pugilist of the world 
Sounds big, does it not? Or, as the German comedian 

of advanced vaudeville would say, ‘‘It listens good.’’ Still 

it seems to grate harshly on the nerves of certain fistic seribes, old 
shelved fighters, a number of followers of the game and a bunch 
of managers who would be pleased to be declared in with Tommy’s 


earnings. 
The fistic scribes alluded to continual- 
harp on Burns’ refusal to fight Mike 
| Enea. 4 and big Jack Johnson and also 
call the attention of the readers of their 
respective publications to Tommy’s in- 
variably seeking easy marks. The fight- 
ers who have outlived their usefulness 
in the ming refer to Tommy as a cheap 
fourth-rater and one who would not 
have been heard from if they still were 
in the game. Regarding the followers 
of the sport, they detest Burns, presum- 
ably because he is not what is termed 
a good fellow. 


Let us deal fairly and squarely with 
Burns, the first Simon-pure world’s 
heavyweight champion.. Less than two 
years ago, we are forced to admit, he 


was considered a no-account middle- 
weight and one who it was then thought 
never would graduate out of that ili- 
vision. When he outgrew the middle- 
weight class and joined the ranks of 
the light heavies he challenged Marvin 
Hart to battle for the heavyweight 
championship. 

Hart won that title by defeating Jack 
Root and defended it against Jack John- 
s0n. Burns was laughed at for trying 
to unseat Hart from the topmost rung 
of the pugilistic ladder, and it was gen- 
erally predicted he was in for a good 
hiding from the Kentuckian. The bet- 
ting on the fight was 10 to 4 in favor of 
Marvin, with no Burns money in sight. 

Tommy trimmed Marvin to a frazzie, 
although the under dog received no 
credit for the victory. He probably was 
not entitled to any, as Hari was a poor 
champion, but Burns, before the fight, 
Was considered a much poorer fighter. 
Easy Mark No. 1 for Tommy. 

His next battle, as champion, was 
with Jack O’Brien, and what Jack 
would not do to the upstart would not 
be worth recounting. That battle was 
declared a draw by Referee Jin: Jeffries, 
but in the opinion of the spectators 
Toinmy Was entitled to the decision. It 
was reported the fight was “framed’’ tu 
result in a draw, but Jeffries denied 
being a party to it, but candidly admit- 
ted that Burns had a shade the better 
of the argument. 

Their second fight resu)ted in the ex- 
posure of O’Brien. The Iatter, it was 
claimed, would not fight unless Tommy 
would “lay”? down to him. Before time 
was called for the first round Jack was 
nformed that the fight would have to 

e honestly contested, so that battle 
surely Was on the level. O’Brien, in the 
opinion of students of the game, stood 
head and shoulders over Burns as a 
fighter, and was picked to make Tom- 
my look foolish. No credit te Tommy 
td wining and Easy Mark No. 2° for 

m. 


Bill Squires drifted in on us about 
that time and challenged Jeffries, but 
Jim, despite the large purse offered for 
the match, turned It down. Squires, 


according to press reports from the 
coast, was a formidable opponent for 
the best we had in this country, but 
when Burns beat him the fistic writers 
who had touted Bill as being a great 
fighter gr'lied him for his defeat. He 
undoubtedly deserved the grilling, but 
there really was no cause for accusing 
urns of seeking an easy mark. How- 
ever, we call vires Basy Mark No. 
for Tommy. 


Phen came the match and the fight 
with the English champion. “Gunner” 
Moir, whom Tommy defeated at the 
last Monday 


night. We in this country did not take 
ir seriously, still, he was the best 
eavy they had on the other side of 
the Atlantic, and the Britons thought 
im good enough to beat our champion. 
e was a bigger man, all over, than 
Was Tommy, but he was not big enough 
nor good enough to win. 
Burns surely did not know he could 
’ beat him when he made the match, but 
- he had the confidence and that was half 
of the battle. Had Moir been returned 
the victor would not have received 
any more credit for the job than has 
Tommy, as the latter is considered by 
some a fourth-rater. To keep the depe 
pent we will call Moir Easy Mark No.

L. Sullivan and Jim Corbett forfeit 
their championship titles when they re- 
fused to fight Peter Jackson? 

Surely what is sauce for the goose 
should be sauce for the gander. Jeff- 
ries, Sullivan and Corbett were upheld 
for refusing to give a colored man a 
chance to fight for the heavyweight 
honors. Burns, on the other hand is be- 
‘ng grilled, not because he has not 
drawn the color line, but because he 
does not hike back to this country on 
the first boat and t Aight a colored man. 


The Burns-Moir “fight terminated as a 
great many expected, in favor of Burns. 
The latter found his opponent a strong, 


sturdy and hard-hitting fighter, but ut- 
terly devoid of science. He fought him 
cleverly, avoided his hard wallops, and 
after wearing him down to a beatable 
condition, trimmed him. Several Ameri- 
can publications accused Tommy of 
stalling and breaking ground after re- 
ceiving a hard punch.

MUST IMPROVE

Harvard Bulletin Grows Caustic 
Over Football Management at 
Cambridge. 











Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
BOSTON, Dec. 7.—The Harvard Bulle- 


tin is out with editorial advice that the 
Cantabrigian University had better 
start to win at football or quit the 
gridiron. The article reads as fol- 
lows: 

“The Bulletin reiterates the statement 
of ita belief that the time has come 
when the athletic authorities—in the 
first place, the athletic committee—must 
decide on the policy to be pursued. 
Whether football shall be so conducted 
here that Harvard teams can compete 
on approximately equal terms with tke 
elevens of other colléges, or whgjher in- 
tercollegiate football shall be aban- 
doved. One of these conclusions must 
be made; in our judgment either would 
be better than the policy which has 
been allowed to exist here ever since 
football assumed its present importance 
in the public mind. 

‘The suggestion has been made that, 
if footbal is to be continued at Harvard. 
the choice of a head coach should be 
left with a small committee of graduates 
who ion their college days were well- 
known football players. We recall that 
a few years ago, In the winter of 1903, 
a meeting of football men was held in 
Boston and a graduate football com- 
mitee was influencial in selecting the 
head coach for the eleven the follew- 


ing year, but since that time it has done 


nothing. A new committee would prob- 
ably have the same kind of existence. 
“We see no reason why the athletic 
coinmittee should net take the responsi- 
pility of selecting the head coach, if

A recent order of the War De- 
partment revokes the prohibition which 
was placed on this beverage and in the 
order the statement is made that neither 
aleohol nor cocaine were found in a 
chemical analysis of Coca Cola. 
The ban Was placed on this beverage 
under Authority of the statute prohib- 
iting the sale of intoxicating or alco- 
holic beverages at any army post, the 
Wur Department being misinformed 
that Coca Cole contained 2 per cent of 
aleohol. : 

The chemical analysis of the beverage 
was made by the Chief of the Bureau 
of Chemistry of the Department of Ag- 
riculture. 

The order of the War Department, 
after reciting the fact that a petition 
Was presented by the manufacturers 
of Coca Cola and that, in compliance 
with that petition the chemical analysis 
wos made, goes on to say: 

“The sale of the syrup or beverage 
known as Coca-Cola was prohibited 
upon the representation that it con- 
tained 2 per cent of alcohol; incidentally 
the presence of other harmful inegre- 
dients, in small quantities, was report- 
ed, but the prohibition was largeiy 
based upon the presence Of alcohol in 
the quantity above noted, 

“The substancé has been submitted 
to and examined by the Chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the Agricultura)

pears that the beverage contains no 
appreciable quantity of alcohol. It also

TWO-CENT FARE 


CONTEST AWAITS 
COURT DECISION 


JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 7.—Attor 
neyGeneral Hadley, who returned to- 
day from Washington, where he-~has 
been arguing a question of State's 
rights before the United States Supreme 
Court, says he does not expect any ac- 
tion to be taken to. overthrow the two- 
cent railroad fare law until: the de- 
termination of the case in which he ap- 
peared in the Supreme Court. 

Mr. Hadley represented Attorney-Gen- 
eral Young of Minnesota, who was fined 
for contempt by the Federal Court for 
violating an injunction prohibiting him 
from enforcing anti-railreaid legislation

If this case is decided against Attor- 
ney-General Young, it is considered 
probable that the railroads will immed- 
iately take advantage of the ruling that 
Federal courts can interfere, and that 
they will immediately push the litiga- 
tion already started to prevent the en- 
forcement of the two-cent fare law.

Experts Report Material Evidence

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7. expert 
analysis of the bullets submitted as evi- 
dence in the Brownsville investigation 
shows, it is understood, that the bul- 
lets were not of the variety in use by 
the Army at the time of the riot.

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yrocer Co., which has placed it. on ex- 
hibition in a window at the store. 

At the time of its seizure in the fall 
of 1902 it was being operated at the 
mouth of a cave in Breathitt County 
by a moonshiner and two confederates. 
The moonshiners in the “cave gave 
battle and two of them were: mortal- 
ly wounded. The still was riddled 
with shot. The distiller was arrested 
in this raid and taken .to the County 
Jail, but later was released with the 
anderstanding that he leave the State. 

Before leaving Kentucky, the moon- 
shiner and another mountaineer. stole 
the still and went to Missouri. They 
stopped in Barry County, near Sholten 
Postoffice, which is in the heart of 
the Ozark Mountains, where the still 
Was again set up and moonshine whis- 
ky manufactured. 

In May, 1903, the apparatus was again 
seized. The still was taken to Spring- 
field and the two distillers were ar- 
rested and taken before the United 
States District Court in Joplin, where 
they were sentenced to the Barry 
County Jail. Revenue Officer Case of- 
fered this still for sale a fortnight 
ago, and the A. Moll Grocer Co. was 
the purchaser. ,

week ‘varied little from the moderate 
supply Thanksgiving week. Compared 
with a month ago there is a decrease 


of several thousand and close to 10,000 
with the same period of last year. 

The dull condition of the trade noted 
three und four weeks ago has been 
replaced by activity, a fact due entirely 
to the small supplies received. In 
marked contrast was the higher local 
trade against other markets which had 
continued lower values. 

The local trade has been featured by 
u thoroughly active market from start 
io finish. It was a case where buyers 
were out before the market started to 
have the first opportunity at the offer- 
ings. Of course, while the trade is not 
hack where it was befere the financial 
flurries started the decline, the invig- 
vrating demand looks like “ye olden 
times.’

Packers Buy Few Hogs. 

V hile there were more hogs on sale

The total 
number that was on sale was in the 
neighborhood of 40,000 head. 

The week opened on a gee, strong, 
etive basis and the top‘on Monday went 
up $5.20, showing a gain over the close 

the previous week of and the 
Tuesday trade was still better, the top 
reaching $5.30, with the bulk of the fair 
to good hogs selling at $5.1 The 
Wednesday market was 5@10c es. the 
top being $5.25 for two small lots. On 
Friday t the market opened steady but 
closed 10c lower and the Saturday trade 
was l15c lower so that the week closed 
with the top of the market at $4.90 and 
the bulk sold from $4.75 to $4.86. 

The strongest demand came from the 
city butchers and shippers, as the pack- 
ers were of the opinion that they were 
paying too much for hogs here com- 

ared with what they could buy them 

or in other markets. Good f'ss and 
lights weighing from 100 to 140 pounds 
were ready sale and sold up much closer 
to the top of the market than they have 
been doing recently. 

Sheep Demand Still Slow. 

The supply of sheep .the past week 
was rather small and there was no good 
natives to be found, most of the ar- 
rivals being Westerns that had been 
fed in Missouri and a few native and 
Southwest sheep and lambs that were 
only fair quality. Several cars of goats 
were on sale, but they did not find the 
market in very good shape ag they were 
not fat, and only fat goats are wanted, 
and not too many of them.

Indifference of general inquiry 
for horses is the pronounced feature of 
the trade, notwithstanding the big con- 
cessions which the price basis has un- 
dergone. Owing to the present restrict-

velopmen€@ia-the acmand is not liable to 
oceur until after the holidays. 

Shipments of mules from this market 
to the exterior ruled very nominal and 
fully substantiates the reports of un- 
usual quietness emanating from the 
dealers. This is the fourth successive 
week that no mules have been sold in 
the commission alleys.

Tamed and Trained 


Twenty Young Horses 
and Has Many Broken 


Bones to Prove How 
Dangerous Is Her 
Pastime # Has Won 
Many Blue Ribbons 


ORSEMANSHIP carries to the mind the 
picture of lithe jockeys, or of muscular, 
long-limbed cowboys. Always the spir- 

ited, unbroken equine has been considered. too 
dangerous for frail woman to curb and tame. 

But now it would seem that woman has 
stepped in and taken on herself the responsibility 
of conquering the horse. This new pace is being 
set by Mrs. H. O. Berger of 18 Ferry street, St. 
Louis. _ 

Mrs. Berger, who is better known by her maid- 
en name of Alice Parker, is the best horsewoman 


_ in Missouri; ‘and it might be put stronger by say- 


ing in the Middle West. Indeed, she goes a step 
farther than that by challenging any man or 
woman in St. Louis in an exhibition of skill, in 
both riding and driving. There is little fear, it 
should be said in an aside, that she will have a 
serious competitor even in such a wide challenge. 

From childhood up Mrs. Berger has been a lover 
of horses; riding and driving have been her hob- 
by, and she has followed her hobby for 20 years 
with the keenest enthusiasm. 

Mrs. H. O. Berger has more ribbons, trophies, 
souvenirs and mementoes proclaiming her ability 
in the Frazier cart and on the saddle than has any 
woman in all the West. Her parlors are decorated 
with ribbons, canes and riding whips. She has 


ewon more prizes than she can remember. Her 


conquests have not been ‘confined to St. Louis 
alone, but she has ridden and driven in cities 
like Chicago and Minneapolis. And at every city 
she has brought back a substantial remembrancer. 

Mrs. Berger is the only daughter of Capt. Thom- 
as Parker, the well-know” river man. Capt. 
Parker has followed the river for 50 years and is 
known from its source to the gulf. Six sons have 
answered the call of the Breat Mississippi and 
are river ¢aptains. Capt. ‘Parker is a man of con- 
siderable wealth, and, along with his daughter, 
has horses for a hobby. But not one of the sons 
cares a bagatelle for them. The sister is far more 
skilled in the art of horsemanship than any of 


‘the brothers, and they do not attempt to deny it. 


Mrs. Berger is tall and lithe, with brown eyes, 
an athletic poise and perfectly muscled wrists. 
She is not afraid of any horse. She loves the an- 
fmal and understands him. She knows just how 
they can strike with the forefeet, how best to 
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until it swings around with one side against the 
barn, when she claps on the saddle. She cinches 
the double girth, leads the captive to a mounting 
block and swings on. If there is bucking and 
prancing she enjoys it—that is, if there is not 
too much. But it takes a really vicious horse 
to unseat her. Day after day she rides the colt 
until she pronounces him broke—safe for some 
other person to ride. Hers is not the spectacular 
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for one moment can she take her mind from wh 

she is doing. To do so, she might have to pa. 
dearly. But with all that the uncertainty lend 
zest to the work. On an average, Mrs. Berge 
breaks one horse a year, and she has been doin;

More 
than that, she throws on the saddle, puts on the 
bittin-rigging, and mounts without assistance. 
All this sounds easy enough to tell, but it requires 
a deal of courcge and ability to do. If need be 
she \"ould lariat the horse in an open lot, saddle 


Her father, Capt. Parker, raises many horses, 
and as a result Mrs. Berger has a chance to be 
with a colt from its earliest days until it is old 
enough for the saddle. If he buys an unbroken 
horse, she immediately sets about making 
friends. She believes in friendship between horse 
and mistress. 

When the colt has reached the age when it 
should carry the saddle, Mrs. Berger puts on it 
the bittin-rigging, which is a bridle, with straps 
to keep the horse from getting its head down, or 
from throwing its head from side to side. Tying 
the horse to a ring, specially for the purpose, in 
the side of the barn, she approaches with the sad- 
dle in hand. If the animal is suspicious, she waits 


as much ability and as keen a judgment of horse 
nature. 

For breaking a horse to drive she uses a four- 
wheeler rig. A two-wheeled affair is too easily 
overturned. Her father formerly owned a race- 
eourse of his own and here she rode and broke 
many colts. But now she uses the Waterworks 
Driving Park. Almost any fine day now, Mrs. 
Berger may be seen in North St. Louis and espe- 
cially in the’ Waterworks Park, either riding or 
driving. She almost considers that day led dur- 
ing which she does not get out with a horse. 

It takes the coolest of heads to manage a frac- 
tious horse, and the steadiest of nerves. Just now 
she is breaking a horse called “Askmeback.” Not

The brain is a mys- 
terious organ and it sometimes plays strange 
tricks. He questioned his mother closely about 
her condition, and he made a physical examina- 
tion of her, but found nothing wrong.

I 
just know that I am going to die at midnight. My 
time has come ahd I must be prepared to go.” 

The family left the dinner unfinished and went 
into the library. Mrs. Hatch insisted that a tele- 
gram be sent at once to her husband in Peru, 
Kan., asking him to come Ly the first train. To 
humor his mother in her strange whim, Dr. Hatch 
sat down to write the telegram, but before he had 
finished it the doorbell rang. A messenger boy 
was there with a telegram from Mr. Hatch to his 
son.

She Talked to Each Picture of Those Alive. 

The son wired for him to come. This seemed to 
satisfy Mrs. Hatch. She asked then to be shown 
the family photographs and as she looked them 
over she talked to each picture, bidding gzood-by

family tried to cheer her tp, but it did no good. 
During the afternoon she gave directions about 
her funeral, selecting the hymns to be sung and 
the text from which her funeral sermon was to 
be preached. At 6:30 o'clock she asked to be put 
to bed.

One ot the best authenticated cases of this kind 
occurred in flinois the night of July «, 1890. An 
excursion train upon the Illinois Central Rail- 
road, with 200 passengers who had been spending 
the holiday in Chicago, was returning to Spring- 
field, Ul.

Many Great Socialists Come From the “Middle Classes” 


ANY of the now great and formidable 
army of Socialists have come not from 
the ranks of the world’s’ struggling 

toilers, but from the well-to-do and cultured 
section of the middle classes. 

Ferdinand Lassalle, founder of the great So- 
eial-Democratic movemen: in Gérmany, was 
cradled in tLe house of a prosperous Breslau 
merchant, and was one of the most brilliant stu- 
dents of his day at the Berlin University. So 
gifted was he that, as a boy, Humboldt used to 
call) him the “wunderkind,” or wonder-child: and. 
while posing as the Messiah of the poor, he was 
one of the greatest dandies of Berlin. a man of 


luxurious and costly habits, and famed for the, 


perfection of his suppers. 

And yet this “perfumed exquisite” was one of 
doughtiest champions of the working man, 

o., whom he cheerfully suffered exile, persecution 
ios imprisonment; and when a foolish duel with 
a Count. who had stolen his lady-love from him. 
put an early and tragic end to his life, his funeral) 
was that of a martyr. 

Karl Marx, the famous founder of International 
Socialism. was the son of well-to-do Prussian 
lawyer, a descendant of the Earls of Argyll, and 
among the finest products of the universities of 
Konn ahd Berlin, while he had for wife and hbelp- 
mate the daughter of a high Government offi- 
cial. Such was the man who, driven from one 
country to another, devoted 40 years of his life 
te advocating the cause he had esnoused, using 
tus powerful and trenchent pen fo~ the regenera- 
tion of the world in newspapers and in/his mas- 
terly books, such as “Das Kapital.’ It was at. 
the British Museum, during his long years of 
exile in England, that > aie peach ‘his’ mar- 
velous knowledge of CC wenn ae e 
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was in London that, broken down Jy work and 
hardships, he diea. 

One of Marx’. colleagues and closest friends 
was Frederich Englis, the son of a wealthy cur- 
ton spinner f Larmen, who, while conducting a 
branch of bis father’s business at Manchester, 
wrote his work on the conditior of “The Work- 
ing Classes in England,” and in many other ways 
left a great mark on the history of Socialism. 

Wilhelm Liebknecht, another of Marx’s close 
friend and coadjutors, was the son of well-to-do 
middle-class parents of Giessen and a brilliant 
student of three German universities Like so 
many other champions of the cause 2 Socialism, 
be was the victim of constant persecution. He 
was driven fram country to country. enduring 
great hardships and earning a scaniv livelihood 
by teaching and writing. He was sentenced to 
repeated terr-s of imprisonment, one at least of 
which he turned to good account by marrying his 
jailer’s daughter; and, as a member of the Ger- 
man Reichsta , proved a terrible thorn in the 
side of the Government. For refusing to vote for 
the war loan (1870) he was exposed to violence 
and insults; a:d two yvears later i*¢ Was con- 
demned to two years’ imprisonment for treason- 
able intentior s. 

Ferdinand Bebel. who shared * lebknecht's tm- 
prisonment, has for nearly forty years been a 
member of the German Parliament. where his 
oratorical gifts and genius for organizing have 
made him the -nampion of Socialism. Unlike 
the other great leaders of this cause here men- 
tioned, Bebel was cradled. 4m poverty, and for

It would be bad. policy for a manufacture 
to put his plant upon a stream 100 miles, moi 
o1 less, from a railroad. 

But there have been wonderful developments 
recently in the methods-of transmitting electrical 
power by cable. Formerly it was unprofitable tc 
send an electric current very far by cable, the 
fluid leaked from the cable in such quantities 
that very little of it was left at the far end 
of the wire. Now the current may be confined to 
the wire and the electric power generated by 
the waters of Niagara Falls is sent over all of 
New York State and even as far as Ohio and In- 
diana. It is predicted that within a few years 
electrical power will be transmitted wirelessly, as 
messages are now sent across the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

This opens new possibilities for the undeveloped 
water powers of Missouri and it is certain that 
within a very few years electrical power gen- 
erated upon rivers several hundred miles away 
will be brought upon cables into St. Louis and 
other cities of the State. The plan of Mr. Halle. 
is for the State to acquire and develop thes 
water powers before they are seized by private 
ownership. He would have the State put in 
power plants and manufacture electricity and sell 
it to manufacturers, corporations and municipali- 
ties. He has figured that the profits the State 
would derive from the sale of electricity would 
pay all the expenses of the State Government. 

Mr. Haller particularly has made a study of 
he Meramee River, which empties into the Mis- 
sissippi below St. Louis. It falls 450 feet in 150 
miles. At many points the bants are high and 
close together, giving ideal conditions for dams. 
He would build a series of dams that would back 
up the water, forming a chain of navigable lakes. 
Each dam would have a lock in its,;center for the 
navigation of boats. At each side of the dam 
would be a millrace with a succession of under- 
shot water wheels, where the head of water was 
not sufficient for turbines. Mr. Haller has drawn 
a plan ef such a dam and says of it: 

“The estimated cost of construction of such 
a dam and power plants, all wired to consumers, 
The net revenue from such 
a plant would be $150,000.” 

“Thirty-seven such dams as a State work, cost- 
ing $18,500,000, would preduce our present State 
revenue, and at that we would be selling power 
cheaply, encouraging industrial capital with tax 
exemption, converting rural districts into electric 
centers, carrying the market to the farmer’s door, 
mixing the people and quickening the pace of ed- 
ucation. Nor will this lessen municipal impor- 
tance. As the State develops, so will we. Our 
sales will increase. The Missouri wilderness, 
now earning the State bounty for wolf scalps, 
will then call for school boo’s, patent leather and 
silk hats.” . 

Mr. Haller has drawn plans for a dam across 
the. Meramec which Would have two raceways, 
one at each side, each 5 feet deep and 380 feet 
wide, with a fall of 15 feet in 100 feet. The 
current running through the raceway would have 
a velocity of 15 miles an hour. The volume of 
water passing through it would be 3300 cubic feet 
a second.

“There’s nothing chimerical about my plan at 
all,” declares Mr. Haller. “It is so practical and 
50 profiiab.e that I wonder it has not, been gone 
into before. At the next session of the Legisla- 
ture I will introduce a bill asking for a bond 
issue to put the project into operation, and if my 
plan ip carried out, all the factories, street rail- 
ways, electric light and heating withhi the S<ate 
will be done by electricity furnished by the 
State from its own Water-power plants.

ID) man make a mistake when he ceased to 
walk on “all fours’’? 
Would he be better off if he had never 
ed to walk upright upon his hind feet? 

Evolutionists believe that millions >of years ago 
man walked upon four feet and was covered 
with hair and was as much of a brute as the ape 
is today. These scientists declare that man 
would be vastly better physically if he had never 
assumed the upright position, but he would be 
inferior mentally to what he is now. .Some sci- 
entists even assert that mah's development intel- 
lectually is due almost wholly to the fact that he 
learned to walk erect. 

Woman, especially, has suffered physically be- 
cause she abandoned the habit of walking on 
“all fours.” This is largely because of the pe- 
culiar burdens put upon her by maternity, which 
could be much easter borne if the mother walked 
upon four feet instead of upon two. 


“Many condftions that carry people to the hos- 
pital daily are the result of man walking erect 
upon two feet instead of upon ‘all fours,’ ’’ deciares 
an eminent scientist.

“It is probable that this relatively gifted prehis- 
toric being found it desirable to assume the per-

his arboreal habits, he freed the front legs and 
could use them entirely for prehensile purposes— 
organs well adapted to such variation in func- 
tion and entailing little structural change.

It is only necessary to beckon a dog to come 
forward while sitting up, encouraging him with a 
plece of moat, to quickly teach him how to walk 
on his hind legs, and even induce him to pirou-

held well above his nose. A dog finds such tricks, 
however, extromely hard work, and it is a little 
unkind, to say the least of it, to display his 
cleverness in this direction on too many occa- 
sions. 

By merely taking each front paw diternately in 
the hand a few times and then asking for the 


left or the right paw, indicating the same with 


a movement of the hand, the dog soon learns 
to obey the “Give your paw” command. 

‘Neither is it a difficult matter to teach @ dog 
to carry a parcel, stick or newspaper in his mouth, 
but it is not an easy matter tu make him under- 
stand the right person to whom the article is to 
be given up. Only by continually testing the ani- 


mal by gctting a “stranger” to ask for the article, 
adrhonishing the dog if he gives it up and rewari- 
ing him for proper discernment, can the dog be 
made to understand what is.required of him. 

A good trick is that of teaching a dog to shut 
@n open door. In the first instance, place a piece 
of meat over the handle of a partly. open door 
and ask the dog to get it. In trying to reach the, 
meat the dog naturally places its front paws 
on the door and closes it, thus getting his first 
idea of the trick. After two or three lessons of 
this description the dog might be motioned to the 
open door with the words, “Close it.”’ 

Jumping tricks are not so easy to teach ito 
dogs, and there is often a tendency to overtax the 
animal's powers. When this is done he rarely 
makes a good jumper, becoming nervous and un- 
willing. Don't try to make him jump over fixed 
objects at first. Let it be «= stick in the: hand, 
which can be easily lowered if he does not seem 
likely to clear it. After a while the animal may 
be encouraged to jump.over-a low wall by throw- 
ing a piece of meat to the other side. Of course, 
he will.immediately try to scramble over if he 
cannot go round, but will quickly understand if 
the top of the wall is patted with the hand, and 
the encouraging words, “Good dog, up!” are said 
to him. A quicker way to teach a dog jumping 
tricks—or any other trick—is to get an animal al- 
ready trained to show the way.

Cleveland, during these struggling years, was 
poor, poorer than he would like to think of to- 
day. The choosing of a suit was a momentous 
question, andtwas considered for weeks before an 
ultimate dectsion was reached. He spent more 
time refiecting over this tailoring question than 
he did over many national questions. His sleeves 
were frayed at the edge, and when he laid a suit 
aside, the ragman did not rejoice in the discovery. 
It was a cheap lunch the cigar dealer and the 
young lawyer had to get. They had to make 
the stein go a long way in their game of sixty-six. 
Cleveland was going along in the even tenor 
of life, slowly gaining a modest foothold in the 
city, and content with it. Politics was far from 
his ambition. He had taken little interest in 
either local or rational politics. His entry into

the realm of politics was more or less accidental. 

In 1863 he was appointed Assistant District At- 
torney for Erie County, *he county in which Buf- 
falo is situated. This was not much of an honor. 
Cleveland, in fact, was @m emergency man. They 
could find no one else who would accept the place. 
His pay was so small that, as Mark Twain said 
about his early newspaper remuneration, it was 
not worth mentioning. 

Cleveland made a very successful assistant, 
and after the expiration of his office he again re- 
turned to his office and took up the small court 
practice. He was still almost wholly dependent 
upon the Justice Court for fees. 

Still he had no idea, of entering the political 
arena. He had not specialized upon questions im- 
mediately relating to. local and national poli- 
ties. His interest was little more than that of a 
wide-awake merchani. 

In 1870 a proposition was made to Cleveland by 
the local politicians for him to announce himself 
ae candidate for Sheriff on the Democratic ticket.

He knew the candidate well per- 
sonally. and could give the audience personal as- 
surance that the Dem cratic nominee would fol- 
low out in a liberal way their views on local af- 
fuirs. 

The election came. Cleveland received a& ma- 
jority, just enough to declare him elected, all due 
to the turning of the German voting tide. For 
three years he held the office of Sheriff of Erie 
County, and was eminently successful. 

At the expiration of his office he again re- 
turned to the bar. He now went into a firm known 
as Cleveland, Laning & Folsom. For eight years he 
remained with the firm, getting a better and bet- 
ter legal practice. 

In 1881 he was nominated for Mayor of Buffalo. 
Again his friend went among the Germans and as- 
sured them that Cleveland would make as good a 
Mayor as he had made Slieriff. And in November, 
1881, Cleveland was elected to the mayoralty of 
Buffalo. 

From now on Cleveland leaped inte favor and 
into the public eye. His friendship with Stark 
remained as warm as ever; he would stop in at 
Stark's cigar store and smoke and loéf with his 
old friend.

Hand in hand they worked for 
the cause, and Cleveland -was elected Governor

It was only two years later that he was elected 
President of the United States. 

Their friendship did not cease with Cleveland’s 
high place. During his first term Stark went to 
Washington four times to see the President. 
Twice he went on business and twice merely to 
see his friend. 

Friends of Stark in Buffalo urged him to take 
the office as one of the consuls to Germany. They 
drew up a petition and sent Stark to Washington 
with it. Cleveland was glad to see his old 
friend. 

“IT have a petition for you from Buffalo,” said 
Stark. 

“Throw that in the wastebasket,” said the Presi- 
dent, genially. “I don’t want a petition to recom- 
mend you.” 

Cleveland had his secretary. see how many ap- 
plications had been made for consulships in Ger- 
many. There were 1200 for 42 offices. an Presi- 








dent explained that it would be impossible for 
him to let him ha-e a consulship there, but offered 
him the position of Commissiotier of Indian Af- 
fairs. 

Stark had his heart set on Germany and refused 
the offer. After Stark had gone home the Presi- 
dent wrote him offering him posts to other coun- 
tries; these were not pleasing to Stark, but he 
thought of taking a consulship in Canada, near 
Buffalo, but on investigating it he found that it 
would take too much of his time from “his work, 
and so gave it up. He asked for nothing more 
from President Cleveland for what he had done 
for him. 

Once Stark attended a Cabinet meeting at 

which Cleveland presided. He went to Washing- 
ton to see the President. When he got to®the 
White House the doorkeeper told him that he 
could not see the President, as the Cabinet was in 
session. But Stark told the doorkeeper that he 
was in a hurry and to take up his card. 
‘In a minute the guard came back and, through 
a side door, ushered Stark Into the Cabinet room. 
Cieveland was standing behind a chair, the chair 
tipped back on its legs, and half leaning on the 
back of the chair.

But the toymakers have been ‘used to a modest 
form of life for generations and generations, and 
they have no time to enjoy themselves. 

They take a great strip of wood which has been 
worked over to form the conventional figure of a 
horse—a hundred of them, enough for a troop of 
cavalry. These they saw out into single horses. 
With infinite patience they whittle down each sep- 
arate horse, cover him with his proper hide and 
give him eyes, ears and a, tail. The harness goes 
on last. Then little John or Baby Harry, has a 
horse under the Christmas tree from far-off Ger- 
many, made perhaps by children almost ag little as 
he, for there everybody works, great and small. 

Nuremberg, in Bavaria, is the great doll and tin- 
soldier center of the world. For centuries it has 
been the leading city for toys. Millions of dolls 
are made there every year for Santa Claus to hand 
out on Christmas day. And regiment after regi- 
ment of tin soldiérs marches away every day to 
stations all over the world to piease small boys 
who are good. 

There are two other districts in. Germany which 
Santa Claus keeps busy all the wear round. One 
is in Thuringia, where the small town of Sonne- 
berg is the center. The other is in the Erzgebirge 
Mountains, near the Bohemian boundary. 

Everybody is busy: over toy-making there. 

They even teach toy-making in the public schools. 
There are special courses jn craftsmanship free to 

all the village children. They learn to 
make toys about™the same time as the 
average New York boy or girl is wak- 
ing up to the fact that there are such 
things as dells. tin soldiers, wooden 
horses and Noah‘s arks. 

Of course they don’t sell their finished 
toys direct to Santa Claus, nor even to 
the toy stores. The goods are taken by 
agents in the neighboring villages. who 
resell them at a great advance to the 
toy dealer or exporter. The toymakers 
get but a bare living from all the u- 
tiful things they turn out.
